Two Edmonton-area women were 
rushed to a Calgaiy hospital Satur¬ 
day in what could veiy well be this 
city’s first brush with an extreme¬ 
ly toxic form of the drug ecstasy. 

In all, six deaths in Calgaiy dat¬ 
ing back to last summer have been 
linked to the compound PMMA, 
which is believed to be present in 
a wide-reaching batch of ecstasy 
tablets and capsules being ingested 
in the city. A number of deaths have 
also been reported in Vancouver. 
Police believe the supply of drugs 
likely comes from somewhere in 
B.C.’s Lower Mainland. 

Emergency responders were 
called to a downtown hotel in Cal¬ 
gary around 6:35 a.m. Saturday 
after one of the women claimed 


she could not wake her friend, said 
Insp. Paul Malchow Sunday. 

One of the women has since 
been released and the other was 
reportedly able to communicate 
with doctors Sunday, Malchow said. 

Statements gathered from the 
women indicate they both bought 
ecstasy in Calgaiy and ingested the 
drugs while socializing at a down¬ 
town establishment, he added. 

“Abstinence, to me, is the only 
policy with this drug,” Malchow 
said. “If people don’t pay attention 
to what we are sa 3 dng, this is only 
going to get worse.” 

It seems the two women are 
from far alone in their ecstasy scare. 

In fact, for each death linked to 
the drug, Calgary medical staff 
report five times as many patients 
being admitted with severe S 5 mip- 
toms that often take days to ward 
off, explained Dr. Mark Yarema,

Exam fee could be waived 
over ethics concern: U of A

final exams O But still need a way to determine if a reason is legitimate

University of Alberta stu¬ 
dents who defer a final 
exam may no longer have 
to bear the cost. 

The general faculties 
council discussed the 
merit of the $48.70 fee in 
December. At the time, 
concern was raised that it 
could violate the Human 
Rights Act. 


Students need a “com¬ 
pelling reason” to defer 
an exam, said Elaine Ged- 
des, associate dean of the 
school of business. But 
some students don’t pay, 
such as those with a 
chronic illness, while oth¬ 
ers, such as those injured 
in collisions, do. 

“We would make some¬ 
body who was in inten¬ 
sive care and missed five 
exams pay five exam 
fees,” Geddes said. “That 


appears to me to be im¬ 
moral.” 

And while it costs mon¬ 
ey to reschedule, Geddes 
said the fee does not re¬ 
flect that amount an 3 m^ay. 

Emerson Csorba, the 
student union vice-presi¬ 
dent (academic), says he 
hopes the discussion 
leads to consultation with 
the deans and provost. He 
would like to see the fee 
eliminated by the 2012 
winter exam period.

T he day my child¬ 
hood bully re-en¬ 
tered my life 1 felt all 
the old emotions: 
Fear, embarrassment, but 
mostly indignation. 

All while looking at a 
computer. 

1 was catching up with 
old friends on Facebook 
when 1 got the friend re¬ 
quest. 

Are you kidding me? 1 
thought. 

1 was a kid again, my ears 
burning, my shoulders 
tense. 

Matt Gabriel was not my 
worst tormentor. We were 
once even pals. Then he 
started hanging around 
with older kids who bullied 
me as a group. 

Tripping, pushing, 
names, fights, alienation. 1 
felt then like 1 was walking 
around with a label on my 
forehead. 

He kept sending friend

requests. Each time 1 reject¬ 
ed him with a click and felt 
a nasty glee exacting a 
righteous revenge. 

Finally he wrote: “Dear 
Sean: 1 keep asking for your 
friendship on Facebook 
and keeping getting denied 
— which is understand¬ 
able. 1 am not looking for 
you to be able to forgive me 
for picking on you in pub¬ 
lic school a lot — but 
maybe just to give you 
some perspective. My 
mother was d 3 dng a terrible 
and painful death from 
cancer and 1 acted out quite 
a bit.” 

And then he apologized. 

1 wrote back. 1 apolo¬ 
gized too. 1 thought Td 
moved on, but Td been car- 
lying around resentment. 1 
looked at my own behav¬ 
iour back then. Most of us 
kids at the bottom of the 
social order weren’t any 


kinder to each other than 
Matt and his cronies. Only 
thing was. Matt was man 
enough to reach out to peo¬ 
ple (not just me) to make 
amends. 

Turns out the older kids 
that picked on us were 
getting beat up by even 
older kids. 

“We were scared, but 
then we would go into 
school and do the same 
thing,” he recalls. 

Matt was physically big¬ 
ger and began stud 5 dng 
martial arts. Rather than be 
a victim he tried to 
intimidate others before 
they could go after him. 

He realized in his 20s, 
while working as a bounc¬ 
er, he didn’t like where 
things were going. He’d 
just become a father and he 
didn’t want to hurt people. 

“1 guess it was a process 
of maturing,” he said. 
“Hurting people is wrong. 
And helping people is so 
easy. There’s no negative 
emotions afterward.” 

He works in telecommu¬ 
nications now. He became 


a union shop steward, he 
says, because he wanted to 
help and he found he was 
good at it. 

Did he know as a kid he 
was doing something 
wrong? 

“1 don’t know that you 
have that well-developed a 
sense of right and wrong 
when you’re young,” he 
says. 

It sounds like a cop out, 
but 1 know Matt is right. It 
was easy for me to see 
when 1 was being wronged, 
but when 1 got into fights 1 
always felt 1 was right. 

“There were mixed mes¬ 
sages coming at us, even 
from our teachers and 
parents,” Matt says. 

1 have to agree again. 


There were mixed mes¬ 
sages: Corporal punish¬ 
ment, religion, movies — 
all had a good guy fighting 
and punishing a bad guy. 

Matt says he struggled 
with his mother’s illness 
from kindergarten until 
Grade 8 when she died. He 
didn’t get counselling and 
his father was often away 
working, tiying to make 
ends meet. 

“It’s not an excuse, but it 
helps explain things,” Matt 
says. 

Matt and 1 continue to 
be friends on Facebook. 
And we may all get togeth¬ 
er (him and his brothers) 
for a beer now that my ears 
don’t bum every time 1 
think of him. 



Do kids 
know why 
they are 
bullying? 



It’s hard to admit that you 
are bullying someone. 
In fact, most children rec¬ 
ognize their actions, but 
do not understand why 
they are doing it, said Dr. 
John LeBlanc, an associate 
professor of pediatrics at 
Dalhousie University in 
Halifax. 

He said there are three 
components of bullying: 
An intent to harm, a pow¬ 
er imbalance and repeti¬ 
tion. So the person who is 
bullying is well aware of 
their actions, said 
LeBlanc. 

“But they just don’t 
know why.” 

He said it’s hard “for 
someone who is bullying, 
for them to have the 
insight to say, ‘Oh, I’m 
bullying. 1 better stop.’” 

“Usually they are bully¬ 
ing because they want to 
bully. Children who bully 
do it for a reason. They’re 
usually troubled children 
themselves,” he said. 

Consequently, it’s rare 
for a child to stop the 
behaviour without some 
sort of intervention, he 
said. 

“You can’t expect the 
bully to stop it on their 
own, nor the victim. The 
victim is already in a weak¬ 
ened position,” he said. 


Expert advice 


Dr. LeBlanc's strategies to 
prevent or stop bullying: 

► Bullying amongst children 
should be dealt with in 
groups: Ask each child 
how they would feel if 
they were being bullied. 

► In the “no-blame ap¬ 
proach,” the adult asks the 
victim if the incident can 
be brought to a group that 
includes the child who is 
bullying. The group is then 
asked how they can help 
the child and sometimes, 
the child who is bullying 
will actually offer to help.

Guilty verdicts in 
‘honourless crime’ 

O Three murdered daughters thumbed their noses at 
family rules, court heard O Killings shocked many 


Three members of an 
Afghanistan-bom Montreal 
family were defiant Sunday 
in the face of hfe in prison 
and harsh condemnation 
for the murders of three 
daughters and a co-wife ap¬ 
parently motivated by what 
the judge called their “twist¬ 
ed concept of honour.” 

A jury took 15 hours to 
find Mohammad Shafia, 58, 
his wife, Tooba Yahya, 42, 
and their son, Hamed, 21, 
each guilty of four counts of 
first-degree murder in a so- 
called mass honour killing 


that has captivated Canadi¬ 
ans from coast to coast, and 
touched off post-911 criti¬ 
cism of Mushm culture. 

The three immediately 
pronounced the verdicts as 
unjust, but the judge was 
unmoved, cutting right to 
the core of the cultural 
cloud that hung over this 
case. 

“It is difficult to conceive 
of a more heinous, more 
despicable, more honour¬ 
less crime,” Ontario Superi¬ 
or Court Judge Robert 
Maranger said. 


“The apparent reason be¬ 
hind these cold-blooded, 
shameful murders was that 
the four completely inno¬ 
cent victims offended your 
completely twisted concept 
of honour ... that has ab¬ 
solutely no place in any civ¬ 
ilized society.” 

The trial heard evidence 
over many weeks about the 
bizarre divide in the Shafia 
family, in which the patri¬ 
arch struck fear in the 
hearts of some of his chil¬ 
dren.

Allegations halt RCMP training

O As the World Economic Forum wraps up, impact of the eurozone crisis 
globally still feared O IMF predicts global growth to be less than expected 


Europe’s crippling debt cri¬ 
sis dominated the world’s 
foremost gathering of busi¬ 
ness and political leaders, 
but for the first time the 
growing inequality be¬ 
tween the planet’s haves 
and have-nots became an is¬ 
sue, thanks largely to the 
Arab Spring uprisings, the 
Occupy movement and oth¬ 
er global protests. 

The mood at the end of 
the five-day meeting in 
Davos, Switzerland, was 
sombre, and more than 
2,500 VIPs headed home 
Sunday concerned about 
what lies ahead in 2012. 
Plenty of champagne 
flowed in this alpine ski re¬ 
sort — but the atmosphere 
was flat and the bubbling 
enthusiasm of some past 
World Economic Forums 
was noticeably absent. 

Despite some guarded 
optimism about Europe’s 
latest attempts to stem the 
eurozone crisis, fears re¬ 
main that turmoil could re¬ 
turn and spill over to the 
rest of the world. And there 
were no answers to the 
widening inequality gap, 
but a mounting realization 
that economic growth must 
include the poor, that job 
creation is critical, and that 
affordable food, housing, 
health care and education 
are needed in any solution. 

The International Mone¬ 
tary Fund reduced its fore¬ 
cast for global growth in 
2012 to 3.3 per cent from 
the four per cent pace it 
projected in September.

Many other economic fore¬ 
casters also predict a slow¬ 
ing economy, including 
New York University’s 
Nouriel Roubini, who is 
widely acknowledged to 
have predicted the crash of 
2008 and who said he 
might be “even slightly 
more bearish” on the new 
IMF forecast. Asia is expect¬ 
ed to remain the engine for 


global growth though at a 
slower rate, with China 
leading the way at more 
than eight per cent, fol¬ 
lowed by India and Indone¬ 
sia. 

IMF managing director 
Christine Lagarde warned 
that the eurozone crisis is 
not the region’s problem 
alone. The IMF is the 
world’s traditional lender- 
of-last-resort and Lagarde is 
tiying to increase its re¬ 
sources by $500 billion US 
so it can help if more lend¬ 
ing is needed. 

European countries have 
said they’re prepared to 
give the IMF $150 billion, 
but that means the rest of 
the world will have to come 
up with $350 billion.

Thanks to my friend John 
Buckberrough from Vancou¬ 
ver, I was able to take a little 
trip back in time to an 
Edmonton that only some of 
us are likely to remember. 
John collects gas station memorabilia, 
specifically old British American Oil mem¬ 
orabilia. 

In his search for BA maps and such, he 
came across a visitor’s guide to 
Edmonton, circa 1950, and was kind 
enough to send it to me. 

In 1950 we were describing ourselves as the “oil centre 
of Canada” and a “city of breathtaking developments.” 
Very few people remember that at one time the oil centre 
moniker was accurate. 

But that was before we 
taxed all the oil companies 
into the waiting arms of 
Calgary. 

According to the guide, 
at the time of publication 
we were Canada’s fastest- 
growing city. 

An aerial view of the city 
shows veiy few tall 
buildings, most of which I 
cannot identify save for the 
Macdonald Hotel. 

In 1950, the population 
of greater Edmonton was 
150,000 and we had 56 
schools and seven hospitals. 

What I found most interesting were the things that 
still exist here and those that have long ago disappeared. 

The King Edward Hotel at 101st Street and 101 Avenue 
was touting itself as “one of the finest hotels in the 
West.” 

There were 11 hotels within a few blocks of each other 
in the downtown. Save for the Macdonald, the Grand and 
the York, they are all gone now. 

It’s hard to imagine a time when we would direct visi¬ 
tors to the York Hotel. 

It’s also hard to imagine going to Hep’s on Stony Plain 
Road for dining and dancing, or to Chick’s Bar-B-Q^where 
one could also dance and “positively drool over the 
mouth-watering specialties.” 

If you wanted to stay in the downtown, you could eat 
at the Seven Seas and taste its “exotic” cuisine. I suppose 
you could also treat yourself to a made-in-Edmonton 
Sick’s Diy Ginger Ale. 

The city was planning a Miracle Mile Shopping Centre 
between 100 Street and 99 Street from 101A Avenue to 
the CNR Station. 

I wonder what happened to those plans? In 1950, 
eveiy plane on the circle route refueled at what the guide 
calls “the big Edmonton Airport.” 

Given the potential we had in 1950,1 wonder how we 
fell so far behind Calgary in our development. 

One can only hope we do a much better job during the 
next 62 years.

driver at age 12. The 10- 
year-old, Gaquan, was 
with his brother when he 
died. 

That was a couple of 
years ago now, but he re¬ 
cently told his mom, 
Ghuntera Napier, that he 
wanted to get a tattoo as a 
way of honouring Malik’s 
memory. (Gaguan has sev¬ 
eral tattoos of her own in 
her late son’s memory.) 

“My son came to me 
and said, ‘Mom, 1 want to 
get a tattoo with Malik on 
it, rest in peace.’ What do 1 
say to a child that wants to 
remember his brother?” 
Napier told the local TV 
station. 

She claims she didn’t 
know it was illegal for a 
10-year-old to get a tattoo, 
and so she took her son to 
a tattoo artist, who gave 
the boy a tattoo featuring 
Malik’s old jersey number. 
As Napier explained, “It 
made me feel good to 
know that he wanted his 
brother on him.” 

Gaquan then returned 
to school, where someone 
noticed his new ink and 
called authorities. Napier 
is now facing child cruelty 
charges because it’s illegal 
for anyone under 18 to get 
a tattoo, even with their 
parent’s consent. 

“We hope that they can 


find something that can 
sustain them through that 
loss, but this is not the 
way. It is illegal and it’s 
something that we were 
bound by the law to inves¬ 
tigate and to prosecute,” 


said Acworth police chief 
Mike Wilkie. (They’re also 
investigating the tattoo 
artist.)

from the cold

for clean cities O Puts energy back into the grid as well

If you’re reading this stoiy, 
there’s a good chance 
you’re riding public tran¬ 
sit. If you’re not in a bus 
shelter this instant, you 
may have been just mo¬ 
ments ago. 

It’s as simple as struc¬ 
ture as you can imagine. 
Yet, even here, innovative 
greener ideas are being de¬ 
veloped — and deployed. 

The City of San Francis¬ 
co is entering the third 
year of a five-year program 
to replace its 1,400 conven¬ 
tional shelters with mod¬ 
ern, solar-powered 

alternatives. 

“They’re made entirely 
from sustainable materi¬ 
als,” says Ryan Hughes, 
project manager for Lund- 
berg Designs, creators of 
these new, sleek-looking 
shelters. 

“The steel is recycled, 
and the solar power allevi¬ 
ates the cost of powering 
the shelter.” 

Solar generators in the 
shelters’ roofs are actually 
connected directly to the

city’s power grid. They do¬ 
nate electricity to the city 
during the day, then draw 
back what they need to 
power LED lights, WIFI ca¬ 
pability, and an electronic 
“next bus” sign that lets 
every commuter know ex¬ 
actly how long their wait is 
going to be. 

The overall effect? A ze¬ 
ro net-draw on the power 
system. Throw in the fact 
that the shelters are being 
built, run and paid for by 
an advertising agency, and 
these updated high-tech 
transit stops aren’t costing 
the city a cent. 

Increased comfort and 
convenience — virtually 
no ecological or financial 
downside. 


The only thing missing 
— and this would be of 
particular interest to Cana¬ 
dian commuters — is heat. 

“In terms of using the 
solar power, that would be 
challenging,” Hughes ex¬ 
plains. “Given the general 
size of bus shelters, the 
amount of available roof 
area is limited. In our 
case, it works to power the 
equipment we have, be¬ 
cause we were very careful 
about selecting only com¬ 
ponents that don’t draw 
veiy much power. I think 
heaters, just in general, re¬ 
quire a lot of power to con¬ 
vert electricity into heat.” 

San Francisco is famous¬ 
ly cold, wet and windy, by 
California standards. But a 
t 3 q)ical Canadian city faces 
winter conditions that are 
far more severe. These 
eye-catching shelters are 
still a tweak or two away 
from being ideal in real 
winter conditions. 

But they also reveal how 
affordable innovation can 
be — and that even the 
most basic, stripped-down 
structure can be improved, 
re-imagined and greened. 
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She’s proof that you can ‘have it all’

Like a bad haircut, nega¬ 
tive experiences have a 
way of being more potent 
than positive ones.
